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REPORT OF 


COMMITTEE ON TOWN LIBRARY, 
For the Year ending March 1, 1909. 


The whole number of volumes now on the catalogue is 
9,794, of which 431 have been added during the past year. Of 
this number, 86 have been purchased with the annual appro- 
priation, 9 have been purchased with the income of the Mrs. 
F. A. Carpenter fund, and 336 have been presented by various 
donors, a list of whom is printed with this report. 

The largest gift consists of 203 volumes of popular fiction 
from the ‘‘General Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen of 
the City of New York.’’ Sixty-nine of these volumes were 
placed in the North Walpole branch. By this donation, which 
was secured for the library by the request of John HE. Nicholson, 
a member of the New York society, the demand for light read- 
ing has been partially met and it has been possible to devote 
more of the town appropriation to works of permanent value. 
A bound volume of the ‘‘Farmer’s Weekly Museum,’’ from 
Jan. 7, 1799, to March 24, 1800, published in Walpole, was 
offered for sale and was secured for the library at a reasonable 
price. It is a valuable addition to the collection of Walpole 
publications. Many friends have been very generous in the pre- 
sentation of books and are entitled to the thanks of the town. 

The attendance at the main library for the year 1908, was 
8165. 

The number of volumes taken out in 1908 was 11,145, 
divided as follows:

This is an increase of 1,100 over last year. 

The branch at North Walpole has been carried on as usual, 
with Miss Anna C. Hartnett as librarian. The branch at 
Drewsville has been cared for by Mr. Henry E. Putnam. Both 
branches have been of great value in their localities. 

The library has been kept open during the winter from 
12 to 1 on days on which the village schools have been in 
session and has been used freely by the pupils in the schools. 
Beside giving a comfortable resort for the pupils during the 
noon hour, this plan has made it more convenient for those 
living out of the village to take out books, and has perceptibly 
increased the circulation. 

The reading room has been well patronized during the 
year. The usual variety of magazines has been purchased from 
the reading room fund, which is maintained by voluntary sub- 
scriptions. Henry G. Wheelock of Brookline, Mass., has con- 
tinued to present the ‘‘Century,’’ ‘‘Strand,’’ and ‘‘ World’s 
Work.’’ Other donations have been ‘‘Technical World’’ from 
Rev. S. R. Maxwell, ‘‘American’’ and ‘‘Munsey’’ from Warren 
L. Hooper of Cambridge, Mass., ‘‘Literary Digest’’ from Mrs. 
J. G. Bellows, ‘‘Our Dumb Animals’’ from Mrs. W. C. Banning, 
and ‘‘New England Magazine’’ from Charles B. Bedlington. 

The bookcases in the book room are nearly full and it is 
difficult to find room for new purchases and gifts. A bookcase 
has been ordered for the reading room, which will probably 
care for the increase of the library for a few years longer. 

An appropriation of $500 is recommended for the coming 
year.

REPORT OF 


WALPOLE CEMETERY COMMITTEE, 
For the Year ending March 1, 1909. 


The usual care has been taken during the past year of the 
Village cemetery, and the cemeteries on Carpenter’s hill and 
in Drewsville. Early in the year Mr. Ballam, who had taken 
excellent care of the Village cemetery and had shown -great 
interest in keeping it in good order for the past six years, 
resigned his position. The committee thought it best under 
the circumstances to have the necessary work of mowing, 
raking, caring for the driveways, etc., done by the day. George 
H. Holden took the contract for the care of the lots which are 
supported by funds. He has also done a good deal of the 
general work. 

E. C. Belden has cared for the Drewsville cemetery and 
the Lovell lots located there, and H. C. Towne has had charge 
of the cemetery on Carpenter’s hill. Henry E. Putnam has 
given to the town a fund of $150, the income to be used in the 
eare of the Putnam and Knowles lots in the Drewsville ceme- 
tery. Any excess can be used in the general care of that 
cemetery. 

During the year the town has received three funds for the 
eare of lots in the Village cemetery. James K. Hooper of 
Chicago, gave a fund of $200 for the care of the lot in which 
his father, Henry Hooper, was buried, and of the Shaw lot. A 
fund of $100 was received from the estate of Mrs. Esther A. 
Kenrick for the care of the Kenrick lot, and a fund of $100 
was received from the estate of George A. Parker of Andover, 
Mass., for the care of.the Rust-Parker lot. 
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Two lots have been given out to heads of families applying 
for them. 

As reported last year, the Hannah Towns fund of $400 
was deposited in the Savings bank in the name of the cemetery 
committee, as required by the administrator. The income is 
used, as far as needed, in the care of the Towns and Ralph 
Watkins lots and any balance accumulates. The income has 
not been quite sufficient to pay the amount due for the care 
during four years in which the estate was unsettled and the 
eare for last vear. The fund now stands at $398.37. 

The village water system has been extended as far as 
KE. L. Houghton’s house, nearly opposite the old cemetery, and 
it is now possible to introduce running water into the cemetery. 
It is hoped to make some arrangement for that object soon. 

An appropriation of $100 is recommended for the coming 
year.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Walpole: 


In the following I submit to you my report as superintend- 
ent of the schools of Walpole: 


FALL TERM, 1908. 
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When you entrusted me with the charge of your schools, 
last August, I found the system well organized and with every 
indication that a successful year would follow. The majority 
of your teachers, who had demonstrated their ability and had 
been found trustworthy, you had succeeded in retaining. In 
your selection of new teachers, I believe you to have been espe- 
cially fortunate. No radical change has been made in the sub- 
ject matter taught, texts used, or method of instruction em- 
ployed. The only alteration of importance which has been 
made, is the substitution, in the first grade at the center, of the 
Aldine system in reading for the Ward. Though the progress 
thus far seems to be entirely satisfactory, it is still too early to 
make comparisons. 

In general, the work was taken up where it was dropped 
last June and I believe you have good reason to be satisfied 
with the results being accomplished and that you may be justly 
proud of the present condition of your schools. 

We frequently hear it said that the high school is the poor 
man’s college. All agree that it should be such, as well as a 
preparatory school for the more advanced institutions. It 
should aim to prepare its graduates to become productive units 
in our economic system in the same manner, if not degree, as 
our colleges and professional schools fit their students for the 
more learned vocations. 

Again, if our free high schools are to be truly free and 
furnish equal opportunities for all, they must give as valuable 
return for the time spent to those students whose schooling 
must end with graduation as to those who are to continue on 
for a period of four to eight years. That our high schools do 
not do this is quite generally conceded and is evidenced by 
the fact that the college preparatory courses hold their number 
of pupils to the end in a much greater degree than do the other 
courses. The pupil in this course sees a definite end of his 
efforts; viz, admission to'college, and if the pupils in the other 
courses could see as valuable a desideratum ahead, there would 
be a correspondingly few fall out before the end. It is, then, 
of great importance for us to find out what we may do to make 
our high school a finishing school as well as a preparatory 
school. 
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Some of our cities and a few towns are, I believe, solving 
this problem by the introduction into their high schools of in- 
dustrial courses or by the establishment of separate industrial, 
trade or vocational schools. No other phase of our educational 
work is today receiving as much intense study as is this subject. 
I believe that the time is not far distant when the cities and 
large towns in our land will, practically all, have their indus- 
trial and trade schools or schools of applied science for each 
leading industry in that city or town, and when every agricul- 
tural community will have its agricultural school. 

Permit me then to recommend for your most careful con- 
sideration the remodelling, in the near future, of the courses 
in our high school so that it may offer to our grammar school 
graduates their choice between a college preparatory course 
and a course in agriculture for the boys and domestic science 
for the girls. I believe this can be done without detriment to 
the cultural efficiency of the school, while vastly increasing the 
economic utility of its graduates. Whatever increases the eco- 
nomic utility of the youth is a benefit to him, to society, and 
to the state and nation. 

_ The expense of establishing and maintaining such a course 
is estimated in detail by H. C. Morrison, superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, in his last report. 

The length of the school year should also receive your care- 
ful consideration. Thirty-four weeks is a short school year if 
the work laid out in the state course is to be accomplished in 
eight years, as is the plan pursued in the village and rural 
schools. This difficulty can be at least lessened in either of 
two ways: viz, the lengthening of the school year or the addi- 
tion of a ninth grade. Either course necessarily involves more 
expense. 

An addition of two weeks to the school year means sixteen 
weeks, or nearly half a year, added to the course below the 
high school. The effect should be readily felt. It also means 
pay for two more weeks for the teachers, an expense to the 
town, but a blessing to the teacher. 
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The installing of a ninth grade would remove all difficulty 
in preparing the pupils for a secondary course. It carries with 
it the necessity of employing one more teacher and the pre- 
paring of another room unless the grade be put ito the high 
school. It also means the sacrifice of one more year of the 
pupils’ time to complete the course. 

It cannot be said that there are not arguments for either 
an eight or a nine year course before the secondary school, 
otherwise we would not find our state course mapped out on 
the eight year plan, while quite a few cities and towns still re- 
tain the nine grades. I feel that it would be presumptions for 
me to say that one plan is correct and the other all wrong. 

Permit me to eall your attention to the sanitary conditions 
existing in the John Kilburn and Elisha Keep schools. The 
enrollment of these schools is at the present time over four 
hundred pupils. There is no running water in either building. 
These two facts would seem to be enough to make it plain that 
there exists a necessity of something being done in the very 
near future. 

It should be constantly borne in mind that whatever can 
be done to increase the efficiency of the barge service in secur- 
ine comfort, convenience and proper restraint materially af- 
fects one hundred of our children. The service is of vital con- 
cern to every parent who has a child carried in one of the 
barges, and it should be watched with jealous care. It should 
be the constant aim to secure the best possible barges, teams 
and equipments, as well as adult drivers of responsibility and 
disciplinary ability. 

Realizing that the burden of the expense of our schools 
rests heavily on the tax payers, I have endeavored to find a 
department in which expenses could be cut consistant with true 
economy. I find no great leak. I have purchased only such 
books and supplies as seemed necessary for efficient work. I 
do not find where a dollar has been foolishly expended in re- 
pairs. In the matter of salaries, I fear that the present efficien- 
ey in the teaching force cannot be maintained unless there is 
an increase in the salaries paid. Your last superintendent put 
himself on record as recommending this step and I also feel 
that it would be only true economy to do so.

Permit me to make a few observations upon the conditions 
in a community essential for the maintaining of a satisfactory 
educational system, for a community usually gets in the long 
run just what it deserves, no better and no worse. The first 
and paramount condition essential for an efficient system is 
genuine. interest in education; the second, a helpful, sympa- 
thetic relation between the community and the school; the 
third, a willingness to be taxed. Spurious interest, which 
manifests itself in only adverse criticism of the board, teachers, 
superintendent and pupils ought not to be mistaken for the 
genuine article. The latter is often a serious impediment to 
betterment of school conditions. When a representative board 
has been chosen and that board has in its cooperate capacity 
established its policies, all good citizens should acquiesce to 
their decisions, otherwise they cannot fail to injure the schools. 

With hearty and sincere thanks to the board for their 
support and cooperation, to the teachers for their earnestness 
and loyalty, to the pupils for their enthusiasm and to the 
people in general for their courtesy, this report is respectfully 
submitted.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Town School District of Walpole: 

Another fiscal school year has come to a close and the 
school board respectfully submits its annual financial report. ° 
In making the estimate last year we were as conservative as 
possible and have a balance on hand of only about two hun- 
dred dollars. There were a few items of expense that were 
not foreseen. At the last school meeting it was voted to name 
and in some appropriate way to mark the two school buildings 
at North Walpole. One to be called the John Kilburn school 
and the other the Elisha A. Keep school. Bronze tablets were 
procured and properly marked and with SDD SOnE ALS exercises 
the buildings formally named. 
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The great disaster at Collinwood, Ohio, caused your board 
to inquire if our school buildings were as safe as they should: 
be in case of fire and the lives of our children protected as 
best they could be. It was thought best to erect a fire escape 
at the rear of the eight-room building at North Walpole, and ~ 
to install fire gongs, and to hang the outside doors of the 
buildings at the village so as to swing outward. These things 
have been done. New floors have been laid in the house at 
Drewsville; some shingling done at Drewsville and at Christian 
Hollow. The concrete walks in the grounds at the village were 
nearly all re-covered. 

- The district debt has been reduced $1350. As we have 
about $500 less balance on hand than one year ago it will be 
necessary to increase our district appropriation for the coming 
year. | 
Our superintendent suggests in his report that a lttle 
more time is needed in the grades for a thorough preparation 
for the high school, as well as in the high school itself, and 
suggests the addition of two weeks to the school year, making 
36 weeks, or having nine grades instead of eight. We hope 
this matter will be thoroughly discussed at our school meeting 
and some action taken in the matter. We commend our super- 
intendent’s report to your careful consideration. Many per- 
plexing questions arise, but it has been the intention of your 
board to meet them all fairly, with malice toward none and 
justice for all.
